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Here  Is  the  appropriate  place  to  record  that 
during  the  year  a Joint  Committee  was  formed, made  up  of  representatives 
from  Builth  R.D.C.,  Colwyn  R.D.C,  and  Llanwrtyd  U.D.C.This  Committee 
considers  quest Ions, mainly  of  policy, which  affects  the  three  Councils 
and  makes  recommendations  which  are  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Councils .This  Committee  is  proving  extremely  useful. 


Laboratory  Facilities .During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff , Newport, Carmarthen, Swansea, 
Aberystwyth  and  Hereford .All  water  and  milk  samples  wore  sont  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  County  at  Carmarthen, whilst  any 
investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  was 
performed  by  the  same  laboratory. 

Nursiny  and  other  facilities .The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  tho 

provision  of  the  ambulance  and  home 
nursing  services. The  County  also  administers  the  maternity  and  child 
welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailments, dental, 
eye  and  orthopaedic  defect s . Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics.

Hospitals .The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district  for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided  by  the 
Builth  HospitaloThe  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 
disease  remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years .Merthyr  Borough  Council 
treat  the  patients  from  the  district  suffering  from  infectious  disease 
and  those  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr 
Borough  Council, These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 
For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have 
been  made  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the 
Ponrhys  Hospital, Rhondda . 

Disinfection, In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  required  disinfection 
have  boon  fumigation  and  spraying. Two  premises  were 
disinfested  during  the  year. 

Section  5 y Sanitary  Circumstances . 

Water  Supplies .Wat or  supplies  to  the  district  are  now  administered  by 

the  Builth  and  District  Water  Board. Good  progress  was 
made  during  the  year  on  Stages  2 and  3 of  the  comprehensive  scheme 
which  will  serve  a large  portion  of  the  Builth  Rural  District, 

As  a result  of  the  new  scheme, the  sma3.1  supplies  which 
previously  met  the  needs  of  Oaklands, Cilmery, Garth, Beulah, Llangammarch 
Wells, Nantyrarian, Nantyronen  and  Cofngorwydd  have  been  discontinued. 

Consideration  was  givon  to  the  enlargement  of  the 
collecting  area  at  Llanwrthwl  together  with  the  installation  of  a 
chlorinat or .Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  extension  of  the 
major  scheme  from  Oaklands  to  Erwood.Thls  extension  would  provide  a 
much  needed  supply  to  properties  on  route  and  Erwood  village. 

During  the  year, 70  properties  were  connected  to  the 
mains  for  the  first  time.

Diphtheria  Immunisat ion, As  a result  of  the  Health  Act, the  County 

Council  were  responsible  for  the  Immunisation 
of  children  against  diphtheria  and  details  for  the  district  will  be 
found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health* 

Facilities  for  immunisation  are  available  at 
the  ordinary  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  also  at  the 
schools  during  the  school  medical  inspections. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  incidence  of 
diphtheria  continues  to  fall, The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign 
however, remains  the  same:  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than 
75/0  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday, It  must  be  remembered  that 
diphtheria  still  kills  and  that  elimination  of  the  disease  is  condition- 
al upon  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  level  of  Immunisation,  If 
parents  leave  their  children  unprotected  there  may  be  a return  of 
diphtheria  outbreaks.
